The return to school brings to Altona 
its recurring problems-—new enrolments and 
staff difficulties. 

Some of Altona’s more essential needs 
were expressed at the crisis in education 
meeting held last year. 


At the commencement of another school 
year emphasis could well be given to certain 
requirements which we believe it is necessary 
to compliment our present educational facili- 
ties. « 

The technical school is making a valiant 
effort to achieve the first—-an assembly hall. 
With’ the government grant ‘available this 
could be a possibility. It would be an asset 
to the school and Altona. Assembly halls 
should be a must for secondary schools. 

A chaplain for at least one of the high 
schools should be aimed at. With approxi- 
mately 20 Melbourne secondary schools en- 
dowed with chaplains Altona is lagging be- 
hind in a most important adjunct to the well- 
being of scholars. 

A strengthening of mothers clubs and 
working committees is a permanent need. 
The voluntary help given to schools in Al- 
tona has been notable. There is always room 
and a place for those interested. 

Dedicated teachers—we have many such 
in Altona. Those who go beyond obligation, 
duty and responsibility and feel above all the 
needs of the child. We have many such but 
we can’t have too many. 

The greatest need is for sympathetic and 
understanding parents. That child is most 
fortunate who has a parent who is at one 
with it in its all important life at, the school. 
The school should not compete with. the 
home.

It was no smali tribute to 
his ability that he was affec- 
tionately known as the “Father 
of the Branch” although the 
branch had been created more 
than 10 years before his ar- 
tival in Altona. 

In 1959 the stocks of the Al- 
tona branch were at an all 
time low, many months pass- 
ing without a meeting being 
held because of the lack of 
members. Vin Hearn began @ 
one man crusade to attract 
people to the ideals of the 
Labor Party. He succeeded, 
and it is to this effort that 
the branch owes its present 
Position of being recognised 
-widely as one of this State’s 
strongest and most virile ALP 
branches. He became the 
branch secretary with the re- 
‘organisation of the branch 
and not one of the present 
members would deny Vin 
Hearn’s place in the regenera- 
tion of the Labor Party’s pres- 
tige in Altona. : 

Again few people would 
know the conflicts and pres- 
sures that beset his private 
life, but his courage and 
loyalty in these conflicts may 
be equalled, it could never be 
surpassed. A deeply religious 
man whose faith in his religi- 
ous beliefs was equalled only 
by his faith in the ideals of 
the Labor Party, he was the 
greatest example of how a 
man could devote his utmost 
loyalty to both politics and 
his Catholic faith and yet 
never allow dne to interfere 
with the other, as many lesser 
men have done when faced 
with the same situation. 


A great humanitarian, who 
never refused an opportunity 
to help others in need, led 
him to accept office in Altona 
Council under the banner of 
Labor. It was here that many 
of the important advances in 
the progress of this commun- 
ity were due to, not so much 
his initiating of progressive 
ideas, but to his wisdom and 
restraining, sometimes of his 
colleagues with more radical 
ideas and thereby achieving 
a well balanced solution to the 
propositions being considered. 

1t must not, however, be 
viewed in the sense that Vin 
was not a man of initiative, 
to the contrary many items 
of progress are due directly 
endeavours, 
apart from his work in the 
Labor Party, the Altona His- 
torical Society owes its early 
creation to his inspiration, 
and was one of his great loves 
and this interest in the Al- 
tona history sprang from the 





deep affection he held for the 
community of his adoption. 
It was this quality that made 
him a truly great representa- 
tive of the Altona people in 
council, and in his all too 
short a term as the president 
of the municipality. 

Many things have and will 
be said of the relative merits 
of Vin Hearn, but no person 
could deny hat his place in 
history is deserving of the 
highest claim and when the 
history of Altona is finally 
written that his name will be 
recorded the respect and ad- 
miration it so rightly war- 
rants. 

It is therefore in the know- 
ledge that all who were privi- 
ledged to have known him 
have been richer for the ex- 
perience that we say with 
great sorrow, “Vale Comrade.” 
His memory will always con- 
vey to us, the highest ideals 
of sincerity, integrity, and 
loyalty, in the best traditions 
of the Australian Labor Party 
of which he was so proud to be 
a part. 

To his family whom he 
leaves behind we extend our 
deepest sympathy and with it 
goes the assurance that the 
memory of Cr. Vincent Law- 
rence Hearn will be held in 
great respect .and will shine 
as a beacon of inspiration to 
all those who follow in his

Letter to the Editor 
“ALTONA—-1966” 


Dear Sir, 


The above headed article 
printed in the “Star” (20/1/65) 
interested me greatly and I 
hope that much is achieved 
along the lines suggested. Of 
particular interest was “. . 
a chaplain at one at least of 
our secondary schools . . .” 


The present position con- 
cerning Religious Instruction 
in our schools is such that the 
six Ministers (including Roman 
Catholic) working in the Al- 
tona area are taking classes 
in the schools and have to rely 
on support from their parish- 
joners to help cover part of 
this teaching wok. This leaves 
a vast number of classes with- 
out instruction of any kind. 
For example, the third form 
only at the technical school 
receives Instruction, while no 
classes are conducted at the 
Altona North High School. 
Also, a number of classes in 
‘Altona and Altona West areas 
are without Instruction. 


In -these modern days, with 
the trend towards a balanced’ 
form of education, this posi-. 
tion seems more than anoma- 
lus. With increasing pressures 
operating on the lives of our 
growing young people in such 
fields as economics, leisure 
time and society in general, 
it seems to me that school life 
must include the opportunities 
for a forward thrust into areas 
of education beyond what 
used to be called the “formal 
system of education,” which 
included only basic academic 
subjects in a format geared 
to the passing of exams and 
little else. 5 

I know schools and teachers 
have to do the impossible, 
such as inculcating a love of 
literature in our pupils when 
most of their parents read 
only the print on TV commer- 
cials; or being honest in a 
society which often prides it- 
self in the opposite form of 
living or being unselfish in a 
world which appears to be 
bent only on looking after 
“number one.” 

Nevertheless, in spite of the 
above, and in spite of the fact 
that of the children I taught 
in our schools in 1965 less than 
50 per cent. attended church 
or Sunday School, there does 
exist a basic desire for some 
form of belief in a Christian 
code of living. Admittedly the 
motives for such a way of liy- 
ing often vary to startling de- 
grees; however, we must all 
be made to realise the very 
real need to bring our children 
face to face with the oppor- 
tunities which Christian 
values provide and this is 
ideally done in the school situ- 
ation. I say “ideally” because 
of the above statistics and 
also because the Christian in- 
sights gained can be measured 
along side the normal acade- 
mic subjects. They can also 
be seen to work before the 
pupil finds himself forced to 
live in the pressure of the 
world of industry. 

I hope the role of a full-time 
Chaplain in the school situa- 
tion is now becoming clearer. 
You see, it’s not so much a 
matter of cramming Biblical 
knowledge inte pupils as one 
might try with mathematics 
formulae or the like. Rather, 
the Chaplain is in the unique 
position of being able to im- 
bue real, practical Christianity 
into the lives of these young 
citizens of ours in such a way 
that they can see that it does 
make sense to them in their 
particular life situation. He 
can do this because he is with 
the pupils every day of their 
school lives—not just a weekly 
“biow-in.” He can do this be- 
cause when not in the class 
room he is with the pupils as 
Counsellor and Guide perform- 
ing important social work and 
showing care which is so often 
lacking today, 

The Education Act of 1958 

. provides that “Religious In- 
struction may be given in any 
State School.” That is to say, 
as electors we have permitted 
our government to legislate in 
this way so that such training 
may be given to our children. 
Let us then be realistic and do 
this task as effectively as pos- 
sible. Of course, it takes 
money which the local com-
